THOUSANDS of fair minded 
sportsfans throughout Aus- 
tralia are up in arms and thor- 
oughly disgusted by the ABC 
decision to pull the plug on 
local soccer after completing 
only eight months of a four 
year agreement. 

The public at large just cannot 
accept this un-Australlan be- 
haviour by the ABC. 

ABSW has been bombarded by 
phone calls and letters over this 
serlous breach of faith. 

And, what has made matters 
worse Is an alleged arrogant 
comment from certaln ABC offl- 
cials to the Australlan Soccer 
Federation. 

“If you don’t Ike It, you can go 
to court,” was the alleged state- 
ment. 

And If court action does take 
place - and this now seems cer- 
tain, it will be the taxpayers 
money the ABC will be spending. 

In such a financial climate as Is 
rife at present here in Australia 
this is nothing less than abhor- 
rent. 


The reason behind the ABC 
stance has been given as budget 
restraints and spending cuts. 

But the fans and the ASF just 
cannot comprehend how our 
national broadcaster can enter a 
deal with a natlonal sporting 
organisation, then walk away 
without honouring the agree- 
ment. 

What is now being asked Is - is 
there no longer honour or trust in 
the ABC? 

The ABC and Its general mana- 
ger David Hill fought hard to win 
the soccer rights in the face of a 
stiff challenge from the SBS 
network. 

Leading politicians In Canber- 
ra who recently came out In force 
to help save rugby league club 
Canberra Ralders from financial 
disaster - a club which cheated 
when It flouted the salary cap, 
have so far failed to respond to 
letters sent to them by the ASF on 
this matter. 

If this situation continues, they 
too are just as guilty as the ABC. 

And by the reaction of the fans, 
this will be something which will 
not be forgotten at the next Fede- 
ral election.

the league and succee- 
ded in keeping them in 
it. 

Since then ,of course, 
there has also been the 
surprise dismissal of 
Vic Fernandez from 
newly promoted West 
Adelaide even before a 
ball had been kicked. 
Perhaps the less said 
about that the better,ex- 
cept to say that it could 
be a strong indication of 
what can be expected 
from the league new- 
comers in the coming 
year.

ASF commissioner 
Sam Papasavas is 
likely to earn a re- 
buke from his fel- 
fow commissioners 
when next they 
meet after the NSL 
chairman recently 
went public to dis- 
cuss Initiatives he 
plans to put to the 
commission in the 
near future. 

One commissioner. 
told ABSW that the ini- 
tiatives were not be be 
considered as official 
views as they “had not 
been cleared” by the 
commission. 

“They are not offici- 
al views, they have not 
been discussed by the 
policy committee and 
they have not been dis- 
cussed by the commis- 
sion”, he told ABSW. 


Papasavas admitted 
that the ideas expressed 
were his own, but that 
he was intending to put 
the ideas to last week- 
end’s council of clubs 
meeting in Sydney. 

Billed as a six-pron- 
ged strategy to lift the 
profile of the game, the 
plans include a televi- 
sion program produced 
and packaged by the 
NSL and sold to a natid- 
nal network. 


I understand that 
that concept has alrea- 
dy been floated with na- 
tional network officials 
and been greeted with a 
favourable response. 

Other plans revealed 
by Papasavas include 
an Asia-Oceania club 
championship, the re- 
introduction of three 
points per win, regular 
yearly fixtures mat- 
ching the Socceroos 
with the World Club 
Championship fina- 
lists, a top six series, 
identical to that utilised

by the AFL this year, 
and the concept of turn- 
ing Victoria’s Dockerty 
Cup into a major natio- 
nal knock-out competi- 
tion to replace the 
much-maligned NSL 
Cup. 

The Victorian Soccer 
Federation dismissed 
the concept of a natio- 
nal Dockerty Cup as 
“just paper talk”. 

According to VSF 
executive director 
George Wallace, there 
has been no documen- 
tation presented to the 
federation, nor had the- 
re been any discussion 
on the matter. 


Papasavas said that 
he saw merit in the idea 
of the change in status 
for the 82 year-old 
knock-out cup compe- 
tition. 


“T can see no pro- 
blem with the idea, as 
the knock-out series 
would still be contested 
by Victorian Premier 
League clubs as well as 
clubs from other states 
and the NSL”, he said. 


With the doubt sur- 
rounding ABC-TV co- 
verage of the NSL for 
the new season, Papa- 
savas said that an NSL 
TV package, similar to 
the coverage provided 
by the English Football 
League, might be the 
answer. 


He also hinted at 
legal action against the 
ABC, should the gover- 
nment network not 
continue its soccer co- 
verage into the third 
year of a five year 
agreement. 

Papasavas said that 
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the AFL-inspired top- 
six series was a logical 
step for a broader-- 
based NSL. 


“We'll have to look 
at it seriously because 
geographically, it 
would allow us to have 
finals games in more ci- 
ties, it would leave one 
additional team in the 
“championship hunt and 
it would generate more 


income”, he ex- 
plained. 
Under the final six sy- 


stem, only the top two 
teams retain a double 
chance in the finals, 
with third through sixth 
on the ladder resigned 
to elimination matches 
in the first week of the 
play-offs. 

Under the AFL sy- 
stem, in the opening ro- 
und of the finals third 
plays fourth and fifth 
meets sixth in elimin- 
ation games, whilst first 
plays second for a berth 
in the major semi final.

old Taringa spirit” into 
his team.

Bari club. 


Frank arriyed on the scene in a blaze of glory and 
his exploits in pre-season practice games has been 


marvellous. 


So much so, the Italian media have dubbed him 


the ‘Flying Kangaroo’. 


However despite this, in the last couple of weeks, 
Frank has been forced to play second fiddle to Bari’s 
latest signing, English World Cup star David Platt. 

But this situation has not worried the Socceroo in 


the least. 


In fact it’s came as a blessing in disguise. 
It’s taken a great deal of pressure off his shoulders 
and has placed Platt in the hot seat. 


Farina was signed by 
Bari during the ‘on-off 
transfer negotiations 
with Platt and his Eng- 
lish club Aston Villa. 

But Bari has made it 


“clear that the signing of 


Farina was not just ‘one 
of convenience’ in case 
the Platt deal fell 
through. 

Bari has gone to great 
lengths to make it per- 
fectly-clear they have 
big hopes for their Aus- 
tralian Bomber’ 

Indeed, this has been 
justified in his pre-sea- 
son games.

Bombarded by que- 
stions from the media 
over the past few we- 
eks, here was his an- 
swers to some of their 
questions. 

What is your first im- 
pression of Italian foot- 
ball? 

“Well until now the- 
te’s only been training 
sessions and practice 
games. It’s a hard que- 
stion and one which I 
can only answer when 
the season starts.” 


Will it be harder for 
you to play here than it 
was in Belgium? 

“Of course it will: 
The technical level in 
Italy is much higher. 
When I arrived in Belgi- 
um it was one of a diffe- 
rent nature. I arrived 
from Australia and I 
had to alter my entire 
way of living. The first 
few weeks were really 
difficult, but I didn’t 
lose my confidence and 
T settled down. Here in 
Italy, it will not be the 
living environment that

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will be difficult, it will 
be the football.” 

For the last two years 
there has been talk of 
you joining an Italian 
club, how come you just 
arrived this year? 


“Because Brugge 
were asking for too big a 
transfer fee. I was still 
under contract and I 
couldn’t do anything 
about it. Genoa and 
Bologna were intere- 
sted at that time, but a 
move then was just not 
on as the fee Brugge was 
asking was crazy.” 

Who are your favori- 
te strikers — now and in 
the past? 

“When I was young, 
my idol was Johan Cru- 
yff. At the present time 
there are many _play- 
ers I admire. Maybe my 
favorite would be van 
Basten.” 


What do you think of 
Australia’s fine sho- 
wing in the World Yo- 
uth Championships in 
Portugal? 

“For me it’s not so- 
mething new. Austra- 
lian scecer at that level 
has always been compe- 
titive. I remember in 
1981 our national youth 
team made the quarter 
finals. The big problem 
in Australia is that it is 
difficult for a 19 year old 
to progress in a country 
where football is not 
fully professional. The 
ones with the talent and 
the luck go overseas 
and the rest resign 
themselves by staying 
at home playing at that 
level.”

It is located on the 
campus of the Sturt 
University, formerly 
known as Mitchell Col- 
lege of Advanced Edu- 
cation. 

Soccer is also aiming 
to be involved by 1993 
at the sports academy 
located in the city of 
Wagga Wagga. 

This will be known as 
the Riverina Academy 
of Sport and sited at the 
Sturt University’s 
Wagga campus. 

Soccer has not yet 
been able to join in acti-

AFTER nine years 
as Queensland di- 
rector of coaching, 
Bruce Stowell deci- 
ded it was time to 
return to the real 
world. 

Stowell said he 
knows what to expect in 
his new role as coach of 
newly-admitted Natio- 
nal League club the 
Newcastle Austral 
Breakers after having 
coached Sydney City in 
the NSL’s inaugural 
1977 season and We- 
stern Suburbs in 1978. 

“Returning to NSL 
coaching was a step I 
felt I needed to take 
after nine years,” he 
said. 

“The other attrac- 
tion was starting at a 
new club that had no 
existing barriers in 
terms of past coaches, 
committee members or 
players — I can do 
things my way.” 

Stowell’s first sign- 
ings were former St 
George defender An- 
drew Koczka, who will 
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be used as sweeper, 
Sydney Olympic mid- 
fielder John Koch and 
promising 17-year-old 
Queensland midfielder 
Darren Hillier, who 
Stowell describes as 
“an outstanding pros- 
pect”. 

Negotiations are also 
under way to lure three 
international visa play- 
ers, two strikers and a 
midfielder, as well as 
three other experien- 
ced NSL players. 

Stowell said he was 
looking to introduce his 
own method of attack- 
ing soccer loosely based 
on the Dutch style of 
“total football”. 

“One thing I learned 
while in Queensland 
was how to better relate 
to individuals, both as 
people and as players,” 
he said. \, 

“In the footballing 
context I expect all the 
players to perform a va- 
riety of roles to form an 
exciting, attacking 
style.” 

Off-field the Austral 
Stadium, whose nam- 
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ing rights are being ne- 
gotiated, is being fitted 
with a new $1.3 million 
grandstand and a new 
120 tux lightmg system 
for the club’s Friday 
night home games. 
Stowell said the 
Breakers could draw 
crowds of areund 
10,000 for their first two 
home games against 
NSL glamour sides 
Adelaide City and So- 


uth Melbourne, mat- 
ches he says will fully 
test his rookie side. 

Stowell said the Bre- 
akers, who have not- 
hing to do with previous 
NSL teams from the 
city, chose ‘their mari- 
time name to empha- 
sise their association 
with Newcastle and, 
unlike most NSL clubs, 
their lack of an indivi- 
dual ethnic link.

THREE St Albans 
officials, including 


outspoken coach 
Tony Vrzina, will 
face the Victorlan 
Soccer Federation

Tt will be its 100th anni- 
versary. Penarol had 
been founded as the Cen- 
tral Uruguayan Railway 
Athletic Cricket Club in 
1881 and changed their 
name in 1913 as the Bri- 
tish influence waned. 

The railway siding and 
offices were near the Ita- 
lian Pignarolo district-af- 
ter the land ownerPedro 
Pignarolo — and so the 
Spanish style of the name 
was adopted for the club. 

“You will be eternal 
like the time and you will 
blossom in every 
Spring.” 

That was the headline 
used by Franklin Mora- 
les, a well known Urugu- 
ayan journalist, to des- 
cribe Penarol’s accom- 
plishments in the presti- 
gious Argentine sports 
Magazine “El Grafico” 
after the Uruguayan club 
won the Libertadores 
Cup in 1982. 

The magazine dedica- 
ted its full edition to en- 
hance Penarol’s achieve- 
ments. A great distiction 
for a great institution. 

Penarol have won the 
world club cup more 
times than any other 


teams, but their success, 


is no modern football 
phenomenon. Penarol 
have dominated Urugu- 
ayan soccer since its ear- 
liest days; provided a 
host of stars for Urugu- 
ay’s 1930 and 1950 World 
Cup-winning sides; and 
long since earned the 
tight to consider them- 
selves one of the world’s 
greatest clubs. 

Their international 
awakening came in 1960 
when Penarol won the 
inaugural Libertadores 
Cup, the major South 
American championship 


at club level, They were , 
trashed by Real Madrid‘ 


in the first World Club 
final but returned the 
next year to make 
amends with victory over 
Benfica. 

It was no less than the 
talents of players such as 
defender William Marti- 
nez, midfielder Nestor 
Goncalvez and Eduado- 
ran striker Alberto 
Spencer deserved. 

Penarol regained the 
World Club trophy in 
1966 — taking revenge 
over Real Madrid tor 
1960 by winning both 
home and away matches 
— and then returned 
after 16 years in 1982 to 
defeat Aston Villa 2-0 in 
Tokyo, 


By now Penarol were 
led by another of the 
great names of Uruguay- 
an football: Fernando 
Morena. 

As a boy he had been a 
supporter of Penarol’s 
deadly rivals Nacional, 
but Penarol discovered 
him first playing for the 
minor Montevideo club 
River Plate and for more 
than a decade he was 
Uruguayan top scorer.

GERMAN striker Karl-Heinz Riedle had set himself two targets for 1991. 
He wanted a UEFA Cup spot, with his Italian club, Lazio, and a permanent place in 


the national team. 


The first target he 
missed: Lazio finished 
a disappointing 11th in 
the Italian champion- 
ship. 

As for the second, he 
is still waiting and hop- 
ing — a year after col- 
lecting a World Cup — 
winner’s medal in what 
was about to become 
his home city of Rome. 

At Italia "90, Riedle 
played one full game, 
plus three as substitute. 

His penalties in the 
decisive shoot-out 
helped to eliminate 
England in the semi- 
final. 

He had signed for La- 
zio in April and moved 
to Italy immediately 
after the World Cup for 
a German record fee of 
$12 million. 


Impressed 


The Italians had been 
impressed by his 
temarkable strength in 
the air although he 
stands only 5ft 10in and 
his goal instinct. 

But Riedle also is 
technically sound, has 
pace and a cracking 
shot.

Riedle was born on 
September 16, 1965, in 
Weiler, in the idyllic 
Allgau, near the foot- 
hills of the Bavarian 
Alps. 

As is customary in 
Germany, he learned a 
trade before becoming 
a full-time footballing 
pro, and is a qualified 
butcher. 

He first played for 
the amateurs of TSV 
Elhofen, then SV Wei- 
ler and, between 1982 
and 1986, with FC Aug- 
sburg. 

There he learned the 
game at a higher level in 
a club noted for deve- 
lopment of talent. 

Such world stars as 
Helmut Haller and 
Bernd Schuster once 
played for Augsburg, 
while in recent times 


Bayern Munich’s inter- 
national keeper, Rai- 
mond Aumann, and de- 
fender Roiand Gra- 
hammer, were promi- 
nent pupils of the Aug- 
sburg “academy”. 

Un 1986 Riedle si- 
gned for Blau-Weiss 90 
Berlin, but when they 
were relegated at the 
end of his first season 
there he moved to Wer- 
der Bremen for 
£360,000. 

Meanwile he attrac- 
ted the national atten- 
tion and in 1986 and 
1987 he played four 
times in the Under-21 
team, and once in the 
Olympic XI. 

His first full interna- 
tional was in August 
1988, and he scored 
once in a 4-0 World Cup 
qualifying win over 
Finland. 

On his arrival in Bre- 
men Riedle was hailed 
as ‘ta new Voller”, he 
rejected the compari- 
son, saying “‘I don’t 
want to be a Voller. 
Everybody has 
strengths and weaknes- 
ses. I want to utilise my 
strengths.” 


Problems 


He had problems at 
first in unfamiliar surro- 
undings saying, *‘In 
Bremen they train har- 
der than in Berlin.” 

But the team mana- 
ger, Otto Rehhagel, be- 
lieved in him and he ful- 
filled his three-year 
contract before 
embarking on the Itali- 
an adventure. 

The man who hired 
him, Lazio president 
Gianmarco Calleri is 
also behind the Gascoi- 
gne deal. 

He wants to upstage 
fierce local rivals 
Roma, but his other 
two foreigners Uru- 
guayan Ruben Sosa and 
Argentinian Pedro 
Troglio, didn’t exactly 
set the Tiber alight. 

Nonetheless, Lazio 
had a hard core of sup- 
porters: 4,000 of them 
are expected again as 
usual this summer just 
to see the pre-season 
training.

“These are quite dif- 
ferent dimensions to 
those in the Bundes- 
liga.” 

Riedle and his wife 
Gaby love life in Rome. 

They have rented a 
villa in the fashionable 
district of Parioli, close 
to Lazio’s new training 
ground, and are full of 
praise for team man- 
ager Dino Zoff, the 
legendary *keeper and 
holder of the Italian re- 
cord 112 caps. 

““A super type, calm 
and objective,”’ says 
Riedle. “He’s marvel- 
lous.”

SMALL COUNTRY 
WORTH KNOWING 


IF YOU haven't heard of the independent African country of Sao 
Tome e Principe, don’t be ashamed. 


This is among the 
smallest and poorest 
and remotest countries 
in the world; two is- 
lands, nestling some 
40km above the equa- 
tor where west Africa 
meets central Africa. 

With only 120,000 
people it is the second 
smallest country in 
Africa after the Sey- 
chelles, covering 964 
square kilometres. 

Sao Tome e Principe. 
once a Portuguese colo- 
ny, became indepen- 
dent in 1975 at around 
the same time Portugal 


gave away its other co- . 


lonies in Africa — An- 
gola, Cape Verde, Gui- 
nea Bissau and Mozam- 
bique. 

Portuguese influence 
is still heavy and the 
passion for soccer plays 
a big part. Sao Tome 
citizens still bet on the 
Portuguese ‘‘Toto- 
bola” very week and ea- 
gerly await the results 
of the matches. 

Soccer in Sao Tome is 
far removed from the 
glamour of the Euro- 
pean continent — and 
has a quaintness all of 
its own. 

Lack of resources 
means the game is play- 
ed on a par with village 
football in most develo- 


_ ped countries. 


There are no entran- 
ce fees for spectators, 
only one recognised 
stadium, and the un- 
hurried attitude peculi- 
ar to the tropics. 

There is not even a 
national league, with 
the two islands having 
leagues of their own 
and then playing off 
against each other to 
determine the nation’s 
champion team. 


Sao Tome e Principe 
have not played an in- 
ternational since 1987 
and do not look likely to 
do so for some time to 
come. 

The country only 
joined FIFA and the 
Confederation of Afri- 
can Football in 1986, 
and have fewer than 
1,000 registered 
players. 

Since independence 
the national team have 
been involved in 13 
international games, 
winning only one. 

But they have come 
some way from their 
first appearance, in the 
Central African Games 
in Brazzavile, Congo, 
in 1976, when the home 
team beat them 11-0. 


Their sole) victory 
came a year later when 
they hosted Rwanda to 
two friendly matches, 
winning the first 1-Vand 
drawing the other. 
Since then there have 
been draws with Ango- 
la, Equatorial Guinea 
and Cameroun, but no 
other victory. 

Officials say there is 
also little chance of 
entering teams into 
either the African 
Champions’ Cup or 
Cup-winner’s Cup. 

Internally, though, 
the game remains 
lively. 

The league season 
runs for most of the 
calendar * year, and 
there is also a cup com- 
petition. 

Clubs from the capi- 
tal of Sao Tome have 
dominated both with 
Vitoria Riboque, who 
use the national July 
12th Stadium: as their 
home venue, the most 


successful. 

Sao Tome’s footbal- 
lers, unlike those from 
the other former Portu- 
guese colonies, have 
made little impression 
in European leagues. 

But there are a few 
playing in the Second 
Division in Portugal, 
and the country’s 
favourite footballer, 
To’Adao, was recently: 
signed by Union Doua- 
la of Cameroun, who 
were on the island last 
year for a series of frien- 
dly matches. 

Another exile, Ar- 
mindo, plays for Petro 
Atletico, the leading 
club in Angola.

Last year’s East Ger- 
man champions Hansa 
Rostock and runners- 
up Dynamo Dresden 
provide the former 
Communist East’s only 
representatives in the 
top division, but denu- 
ded of their former 
stars. 

A major exodus of 
top players to more luc- 
tative west German 
clubs since the fall of the 
Berlin Wall has left the 
east’s teams deprived 
totally of top-quality 
players and weighed 
down with financial 
worries. 

Hansa coach Uwe 
Reinders, in charge of a 
cheap outfit of players 
who are robust but will 
need a great deal of oil- 
ing to take on the finese 
of 12-times champions 
Bayern Munich, is un- 
der no illusions about 
his side’s chances. 

“From day one, the 
Bundesliga is going to 
be a battle for survival 
for us,’’ the former 
Werder Bremen and 
Bordeaux (France) stri- 
ker said. 

“Our goal is to avoid 
relegation. We have 
strengthened the team 
to secure the fifth place 
from bottom at least,” 
he said. 

In a First Division ex- 
panded to 20 teams this 
season to incorporate 
the eastern clubs, four 
will be relegated both 
this season and next to 
slim the league down to 
16 sides by the 1993-4 
season. 

For Dynamo and 
Hansa, avoiding the 
drop will be regarded as 
a major achievement.

DAVID PLEAT sends a chill through 
football when he warns: This is going to 
be a season of fear. 

On the morning after the big kick-off, Pleat — 
one of the most experienced managers in the game 
‘claimed: “The shadow of the Super League will 
hover over most of the clubs in the top two divi- 
sions. 

“They know this could be the last season when a 
three-up, three-down system of promotion: and 
relegation operates. So it will be essential for every 
club with ambition to start the 1992-93 season in the 


First Division.” 
SCARED 

That’s when the countdown to the Super League 
begins. And the FA’s blueprint for the new setup 
suggests that only ONE club will be automatically 
promoted in thefollowingseasons.

Wright, Liverpool's £2.2m capture, is one of Cox’s Famous Five — an elite 


group of superstars who have changed clubs for more than £20m after passing 


through his hands. 


The others are £3.9m Dean Saunders, who Cox also sold to Liverpool, and the 


former Newcastle trio Chris Waddle, Peter Beardsley and Paul Gascoigne. 


Star maker Cox, who 
Starts the season in the 
Second Division with 
relegated Derby, re- 
calls the furious inci- 
dent that changed the 
course of Wright's life. 
He told me: “We had 
let somebody get in be- 
hind our defence 
against Noiwich and I 
felt it was Mark’s re- 
sponsibility. 


Blame 

“A row started in the 
dressing room, so I took 
him out to the treat- 
ment room to finish it. 

““Mark wanted to 
shift the blame on 
somebody else. There 
were a lot of expletives 
flying around. 

“He even suggested 
he didn’t go out for the 
second half, but he had 
walked into a fellow 
who was just a deter- 
mined and aggressive as 
he was. 

“And he learned 
that day that nobody 
makes excuses in my 
dressing room. 

“He found out what 
football meant to me 
and how much I wanted 
him to be successful. 

“Mark was not going 
to get any better as a 
player until we had our 


confrontation. He nee- 
ded someone to believe 
in, 

“T got him to appreci- 
ate the important thing 
was not what he looked 
like but how effective 
he was. 

“He came in on the 
Monday morning after 
our row and apolo- 
gised. 

“That was in his first 
season with us and we 
have hardly had a cross 
word since. He'll dis- 
appoint me now if he 
doesn’t captain both 
Liverpool and 
England.

Cox is the only top 
manager with a seat in 
the boardroom since 
Derby was sold by for- 
mer chairman Robert 
Maxwell. 

But he won’t swap his 
tracksuit for a set of pin- 
stripes. 

“T’m a football man, 
TI still be out in the rain 
getting wet with the 
players,” said the man 
who was wanted by 
Leeds, Aston Villa, 
Newcastle, Sunderland 
and West Brom during 


Maxwell's reign. 

“I've had some 
great players with me, 
including the best of 
them all — Kevin 
Keegan. 

“But my feet are on 
the floor and I will do 
everything I can to get 
Derby back in the First 
Division.” 

Cox’s own playing 
career was cruelly cut 
short by injury at Co- 
ventry. He has driven 
men all the harder to 
realise their potential. 

“T bullied Chris Wad- 
dle at Newcastle,” he 
admitted. 


“Vd slam the table 
where we were sitting 
and shout: ‘Look at 
me when I'm talking 
to you.’ 

“He was going to 
Brighton on loan once 
and I told him: “The first 
team is too much for 
you here. Look at you, 
a Geordie and you can’t 
even play for your own 
people.”
